This guide is designed to be used in conjunction with the application form (Lab/Trav 738), which is available 
from Labour Canada’s regional offices, or from the Coordinator of the Technology Impact Research Fund 
at the address below. Prospective applicants are encouraged to read this guide carefully before completing 
their application.

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OVERVIEW 


1. The Technology Impact Research Fund forms one element of the government’s Technology Policy for 
Canada, introduced in 1983. This policy is concerned, in general terms, with the development, application, 
and diffusion of technical and scientific knowledge in the Canadian economy, closely linking it to the economic 
and social development policies of the government. A key element of the policy is a recognition and understand- 
ing of the social and human aspects and implications of new and advanced technologies in the workplace. 
It is widely acknowledged that technological change affects jobs and people, lifestyles and work patterns. 
This fund has been created in the hope that it will help Canadians better understand, manage, and cope with 
technological advancements. 


2. An example of the sort of technological change taking place in Canada can illustrate the urgent need for 
research and understanding in this area. In 1982, the Minister of Labour established a Task Force on Micro- 
electronics and Employment. In its final report to the Minister, entitled In the Chips, the task force noted: 


Most of the briefs and participants agreed that the advent of the silicon chip represents a quantum leap in 
the evolution of world technology: in only a few decades, a room full of vacuum tubes and other components 
have been reduced to the size of a cornflake. Because microelectronics can now be introduced in almost 
any sector of society, the chip will have far-reaching implications in every sphere of economic activity and 
in every area of employment. 


Coming to grips with such technological advances is the objective of this research fund. 


3. Labour Canada is concerned that Canadians manage the introduction of new technologies to the workplace 
with a sensitivity to the impacts they will have on the quality of working life, employment, job skill requirements, 
and other labour and workplace conditions. The department is also actively involved in the development of 
adjustment policies to assist those who are displaced by new production processes. Through a separate, 
smaller program, the University Research Program, Labour Canada funds academic research on labour issues, 
including the implications of technological change in the workplace. The Technology Impact Research Fund 
will complement these activities, and those of other government departments and heighten general awareness 
of Labour Canada’s role in the management of technological change. 


PART | - ELIGIBILITY OF APPLICANTS 


4. Any organization or agency capable of conducting a project under the terms of the Technology Impact 
Research Fund may apply. However, emphasis is placed on projects directly relevant to a workplace 
environment which are carried out by groups or organizations affected, or likely to be affected, by technological 
change. Priority will therefore be given to labour organizations to undertake projects of direct relevance to 
them. Other organizations that are affected by technological change but lack the financial resources to carry 
out this type of research are also encouraged to apply. Applications from government departments, and com- 
panies that wish to undertake research or demonstration projects in conjunction with their employees will 
also be considered. Individual researchers are asked to secure institutional affiliation or backing prior to 
applying. Projects more appropriately funded by other granting agencies, such as the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council, will normally be referred to the appropriate agency for consideration. 


5. The project application will normally be completed by the individual who will have primary responsibility 
for the project (application item 1). If an institution or organization is conducting the project, the full name 
of the institution must be provided. The address and telephone number provided will be used for all future 
correspondence, so it should be clearly indicated and updated by the researcher when necessary. 


6. The title of the proposed project (application item 4) should be clear and descriptive. This will facilitate 
the review and consideration of the proposal by the review committee. 


7. The names, titles, and institutional affiliations of all individuals involved in the project (the co-investigators) 
are required (application item 5). In addition, details of the qualifications and research experience of each 
investigator (including the principal investigator) are required. This information should be attached to the ap- 
plication form. To meet this requirement, a copy of the curriculum vitae of each investigator would be accep- 
table. If preferred, applicants may attach a list of their professional experience and research experience as 
it relates to the proposed project. This information will be used to evaluate the ability of the researchers to 
conduct, and complete, their proposed research project. 


8. Individuals seeking research support are strongly encouraged to seek institutional backing and coopera- 
tion for their work. For example if a union member, or member of an interest group wishes to investigate 
an issue, it is preferable that his or her organization officially support the application. In addition, independent 
researchers should obtain official support from an organization affected, or likely to be affected, by technological 
change. Therefore, applicants are asked to report (application item 6) on the extent and nature of the institu- 
tional support they have obtained. It should be reported whether the institution has expressed official support 
for the project, whether funding has been made available, and if so how much, and how the institution will 
contribute to the completion of the project. This is particularly important if a demonstration project is con- 
templated, since cooperation from the organizations involved is often essential to the project’s Success. 


9. Applicants are required to submit a detailed budget proposal (See Guide Part IV). The total budget re- 
quirements should be summarized and reported in part | of the application form (application item 7). The 
total presented in item 7 must equal the totals obtained in part IV of the application. The purpose of item 
7 is to provide a quick overview of the budgetary requirements of the proposed project. Government of Canada 
financial management practices require that costs be reported by fiscal year. The fiscal year is defined as 
April 1 to March 31. In addition, applicants are asked to report, in this section, their best estimate of the 
start date and completion date of the project. Project funding will not normally extend beyond a period of 
24 months. 


PART Il - PROJECT ELIGIBILITY AND REVIEW 


10. The purpose of the Technology Impact Research Fund is to support demonstration projects and applied 
research that will increase the understanding of the human and social impact of technological change in Canada. 
The fund is designed to support workplace-related projects that will have a clear and practical impact on the 
management of technological change. 


11. Studies in a broad range of subjects would be appropriate for funding under this program. The range 
of subjects could include, but is not restricted to: 


e health and safety e job satisfaction 
® ergonomics ® compensation 
e labour-management relations ® working conditions 


e unions and unionism 


In addition, projects may be relevant to one particular job site or may have general application to the introduc- 
tion of technological change sector-wide or nationally. Demonstration projects that illustrate effective methods 
of labour-management cooperation and implementation of technological innovation are also encouraged. These 
would permit, for example, a pilot study of a new form of labour-management cooperation at the job site or 
the introduction, on a trial basis, of some change in the production process. 


12. When developing project proposals, applicants are strongly encouraged to contact the Program Coor- 
dinator, Technology Impact Research Fund. The Coordinator will assist in the preparation of applications, 
and can give detailed technical guidance to prospective investigators. 


REVIEW COMMITTEE PROCESS 


13. Applications for financial support are initially reviewed by Labour Canada to ensure that the proposal 
falls within the scope of the program. Consideration will be given to whether the project is more appropriately 
funded by other granting agencies. If external expertise is required to accurately assess a project, qualified 
experts in the field of research will be asked to comment on the proposal. All project proposals that pass 
the initial screening will be submitted to a committee of senior government officials from departments with 
an interest in the social aspects of technological change. This review committee is charged with recommen- 
ding a) which projects should be funded and b) the amount to be granted, subject to the availability of funds. 
Committee recommendations will then be forwarded to the Minister of Labour for final approval. 


14. The review committee will be asked to consider a number of projects each time it meets. It is therefore 
important that the committee be provided with a concise, accurate Summary of the project, not exceeding 
200 words (application item 8). The summary should state the problem to be addressed, the methodology 
and scope of the work program, the expected contribution to an understanding of the social aspects of 
technological change and, where applicable, the work done to date. The time required for completion should 
also be stated. Finally, the applicant should state why he or she feels the project should be supported by 
the fund. It is important to remember that the summary of the project will be among the most important parts 
of the application used by the review committee in reaching its decision. 


PART lll - PROJECT DESCRIPTION AND EVALUATION 


15. The purpose of the project description (application item 9) is to provide applicants with an opportunity 
to submit all details they consider necessary to support their request for funding. Typically, project descrip- 
tions will run from 10 to 15 pages, though no firm rule will be applied. In preparing project descriptions, 
applicants are strongly urged to include the following items: 


Issue 
© the issue(s) or problem(s) to be addressed or investigated; 


Methodology 
e a detailed project methodology, including data sources, sampling procedures, method of analysis, 
nature of project; 


e the organizations involved in completing the project, and the role of each; 


Schedule 
e a timetable indicating when the various phases of the project will be completed; 


Potential Difficulties 
e the difficulties or problems the investigator expects to encounter and how these will be dealt with; 


Participants 
e the role of each investigator or assistant, where applicable; 


Background 
e a literature summary or other indication of research already undertaken in the area of endeavour; 


Relevance 
e the practical relevance of the research and demonstration project to the workplace; 


Contribution 
e the project’s contribution to an understanding of the social or human aspects of technological change; 


and 


Costs 
e an itemization and justification of the costs associated with each element of the project. 


16. In evaluating project proposals, the review committee will seek to identify the most meritorious proposals 
in terms of the following two broad questions: 


a) Does the project contribute to a greater practical understanding of the social and human aspects of 
technological change in the workplace, particularly by individuals, unions, management or other groups 
directly affected, or likely to be affected, by technological change? 


b) Does the project proposal indicate both a thorough understanding of the problem to be investigated 
and an ability to complete the project successfully? 


Project proposals will be evaluated on a competitive basis according to merit. The amount of funding will 
be based on the justification of the budget and the availability of funds. 


PART IV - FINANCIAL/BUDGET ISSUES 
BUDGET 


17. The project budget is an important element of the application, and the review committee will recommend 
funding on the basis of the information provided by the applicant. It is therefore essential that the investigator 
identify and justify, as accurately as possible, the costs of completing the project. Investigators who receive 
funding are also advised to maintain accurate, up-to-date books and statements of expenses to ensure timely 
processing of expense claims. 


18. Please note that funding will normally be permitted only for expenses directly associated with the pro- 
ject. Indirect costs, such as overhead; office supplies, and rent are not normally acceptable budget items, 
except where adequately justified as a component of a demonstration project. Funding will normally be pro- 
vided for periods of up to two years, and only in rare cases will the total project budget be permitted to ex- 
ceed $100,000. 


19. Space is provided in part IV of the application form (application item 10) for a summary of the project 
budget. For purposes of financial management, expenses must be allocated for the fiscal year (April 1 to 
March 31) in which they will be incurred. The application form also indicates the categories of expenses 
that are normally admissible. These are: 


Personnel costs 

Research 

Travel and subsistence 

Data processing 

Research equipment and supplies 
Postage and telephone 

Technical services. 


In addition to identifying the budget for each of these items, applicants are required to attach a detailed 
explanation of the costs that will be incurred under each budget item. 
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20. Personnel Costs — This item will include the salaries of project assistants, including compulsory benefits, 
for the period they are working full-time on the projects. Individuals who are receiving compensation from 
the supporting institution but devote their time to the project are not eligible to receive a salary in addition 
to their normal salary. This budget item will allow researchers to engage special assistants in order to 
conduct parts of the project. Please justify the need to engage additional personnel. In setting the amount 
of compensation, market rates will apply. Details are required on: 


a) Wages and salaries: number of persons in each position, titles of position, monthly salary, percentage 
of time on project, number of months employed in grant period, and the activities of each individual; 


b) Compulsory benefits: employees’ share prorated according to percentage of time spent on project— 
UIC, CPP, health insurance, holiday pay, worker’s compensation. 


21. Research time stipends — The principal investigator and co-investigators may be eligible for research 
stipends to replace their salaries, when applicable, while conducting the project on a full-time basis. The ap- 
plicant is required to detail the amounts of the stipends as requested in paragraph 20. 


22. Project assistants and investigators receiving research stipends are not employees of Labour Canada. 
Salaries paid to assistants and/or investigators are subject to the income tax regulations governing these 
categories of employment. 


23. Travel and subsistence — Travel and subsistence costs while travelling will be admissible when it is 
demonstrated that such travel is essential to the completion of the project. Treasury Board guidelines (Treasury 
Board Administrative Policy Manual Chapter 370) will apply in determining maximum eligible amounts of 
assistance. Eligible hotel and subsistence rates are revised periodically, and details on current rates are available 
from the Program Coordinator, Technology Impact Research Fund. In detailing this budget item, applicants 
are asked to indicate destination and lengths of stay for all trips as well as a justification of the need for each 
trip for the successful completion of the proposed project. 


24. Data processing — Applicants are asked to relate data processing costs to specific project elements 
where data processing is required. This item would include, for example, the cost of census or other Statistics 
Canada tapes, software packages, and computing costs. Recipients will be asked to supply receipts for data 
processing material. 


25. Research equipment, supplies, and materials — A project budget may allow for purchase or rental of 
equipment other than standard office supplies. Examples of such equipment are tape recorders, cameras, 
computers, and calculators. All requests of this nature are subject to the following conditions: 


Funding will not normally be available to purchase an item of new technology (hardware) the social 
implications of which are to be the subject of study.

b) The applicant must demonstrate that such equipment is essential for the successful completion of the 
project. 


The equipment must be otherwise unobtainable from the researcher's institution.

If applicants wish to buy equipment, it must be shown that rental is impractical or less economical than 
purchase.

All non-disposible items purchased with Labour Canada funds become the property of the institution 
to which the researcher is associated.

26. Postage and telephone — Reasonable amounts are allowable for stationery, postage, telephone calls, 
etc., provided they are directly related to the project. 


27. Technical services — All required technical services (e.g., Sampling, translation, or printing costs) must 
be itemized and justified. If technical sevices are to be obtained by contract, Labour Canada may require 
that a copy of the contractor’s estimate be submitted with the application and that a copy of the final written 
agreement or contract be submitted to Labour Canada before it will release payment. 


28. Other — Any additional expenditures for which the investigator is seeking funding must be clearly specified 
and justified. Investigators are encouraged to consult with the Program Coordinator, Technology Impact 
Research Fund, prior to completion of this item. 


29. Apriority of the fund is to provide resources for groups and organizations, notably labour organizations, 
who do not typically have the resources available to conduct research or demonstration projects on the social 
implications of technological innovation. Therefore applicants are required to report (application item 11) 
other sources of funds for the proposed project, where there are any. This may include other granting agen- 
cies or internal institutional budget allocations for the project. It should be clear what percentage of total 
project cost is being sought from the research fund. 


FINANCIAL ADMINISTRATION 


30. Program funds are voted and disbursed as contributions, and all funding arrangements are subject to 
federal financial audit. Funds may be used only for the purposes described in an approved funding arrange- 
ment (See paragraph 31). Since payments are conditional on satisfactory performance, statements of expen- 
ditures, progress reports, and a final report must be submitted in accordance with stated requirements. 


31. Once the Minister of Labour has approved the review committee’s recommendations for project sup- 
port, successful applicants will be asked to sign an agreement with Labour Canada. This agreement will outline 
both the terms and conditions of the project and the final budget, as agreed to by the investigator and Labour 
Canada. Project administration by this method will permit flexibility in accommodating different types and sizes 
of projects. 


32. Advances can be paid, by agreement with the recipient, where they are essential to ensure adequate 
cash flow for the project. Subsequent payments will normally be made upon receipt of a statement of expen- 
ditures and a resumé of progress to date. At least 10 percent of the budget will be paid on acceptance by 
Labour Canada of the final report. 


33. While it is expected that funds will be utilized as described in the agreed upon project budget, Labour 
Canada recognizes that flexibility in this regard is essential. Recipients may therefore shift funds from one 
budget category to another within a single fiscal year, provided no budget category is increased by more 
than 20 percent as a result. Larger increases require departmental approval. 


34. Upon project completion, or in the event of termination, the investigator must submit a report on results 


to the date of completion, a statement of expenditures to date, and arefund, payable to the Receiver General 
for Canada, if advances to date exceed actual expenditures. 


PART V - GENERAL CONDITIONS 
REPORTS 


35. A primary objective of the Technology Impact Research Fund is dissemination of knowledge and ex- 
perience on the introducion of new technologies in the workplace, so that Canadians generally will be better 


able to manage technological change. To this end, a basic requirement of all funding arrangements is a final 
report. This report should contain all relevant conclusions or findings, and should describe the nature of the 
project. With the approval of the investigator, Labour Canada will seek to disseminate the information learned 
from the project. A copy of the final report will be placed in the Labour Canada Library, and may be borrowed 
through inter-library loans. 


36. Progress reports are required periodically during the granting period. These reports should briefly in- 
dicate the experience with the original timetable of work, resources used, completed parts of the project, 
and particular experiences, good or bad, which investigators feel should be highlighted. A more detailed report 
would be required in the event that reallocation of funds or additional funds are sought. When additional funds 
are sought, the application procedure for new projects will be used. 


PUBLICATIONS 


37. Recipients are requested to acknowledge the assistance of Labour Canada’s Technology Impact Research 
Fund in all publications, interviews, or documents resulting from research fund financial assistance, and are 
asked to provide Labour Canada with a copy of each such publication or document. Recipients should deter- 
mine whether there is significant demand for their publication in the other official language, and may include 
translation costs in their budget statement. 


OWNERSHIP 


38. Any publications or data sets developed with assistance provided by the Technology Impact Research 
Fund belong to the principal investigator and/or the sponsoring institution, depending on the policies of the 
sponsoring institution. However, Labour Canada strongly encourages investigators to share their data and 
findings with others so that all Canadians may benefit from a greater understanding of the social and human 
aspects of technological change in the workplace. 


39. Patent or patent rights shall be determined in the project agreement with Labour Canada (see paragraph 
31). Normally, all patents and patent rights will be the property of the recipient. 


LIABILITY 


40. The Government of Canada assumes no responsibility for accidents, illnesses, or claims arising out of 
studies, work or other activities undertaken with the financial assistance of the Technology Impact Research 
Fund. 


ACCESS TO INFORMATION 


41. Part IV of the Canadian Human Rights Act was repealed on July 1, 1983, and replaced by the Privacy 
Act. The purpose of the Act is “‘to protect the privacy of individuals with respect to personal information about 
themselves held by a federal government institution and to provide individuals with a right of access of such 
information”. In keeping with this provision, all information requested of applicants for contributions under 
the Technology Impact Research Fund is collected solely for the purposes of reviewing applications and ad- 
ministering the fund, and for program evaluation. Applicants can obtain details on their right to inspect and 
correct personal information by consulting the Index of Personal Information, a copy of which can be found 
in all post offices. Any enquiries concerning the fund vis a vis the Privacy Act should be addressed to:

SIGNATURE AND AUTHORIZATION 


42. Applicants are asked to indicate formally (application item 12) that the information they have provided 
in their application is true and correct. Once the proposal has been considered by the review committee, 
and if ministerial approval for a project is obtained, a letter of agreement on the terms and conditions of the 
project will be prepared for the signature of both parties. The letter of agreement, and not the application 
form, will represent the official understanding that funding has been agreed upon for the project. 


43. As noted in paragraph 8, investigators will normally have obtained institutional support for their project 
and for their application prior to applying. Application item 13 provides space for institutional representatives 
to inform the review committee of this support. Institutional support is an important factor, which will be con- 
sidered in the overall evaluation of projects. 


PART VI - DEADLINES 


44. For fiscal year 1984-85, the review committee will meet to consider project proposals once in the fall 
of 1984 and once in the spring of 1985. To be considered at the fall meeting, applications must be received 
by August 15, 1984. To be considered at the spring 1985 meeting, application packages must be received 
by January 15, 1985. Late applications will be held over until the following committee meeting. The dates 
of future committee meetings will be announced. 


45. The results of committee meetings will be made known to applicants in writing approximately four weeks 
after each meeting. This time is required in order to complete dacumentation and obtain ministerial approval. 
Applicants whose projects are considered for the fall meeting can expect to learn the outcome in late 
October. For the spring meeting, the notification date will be late March. The Program Coordinator, Technology 
Impact Research Fund may provide suggestions to unsuccessful applicants and encourage submission of 
a modified proposal. Successful applicants will be contacted and asked to review and sign the letter of agree- 
ment formally marking the commencement of the funding period. Upon receiving notification regarding their 
application, all applicants may contact the Program Coordinator if they have further questions.
